BETWEEN THE RECORDER AND THE DEMO’. 
CRATIC CENTRAL COMMITTEE. 


He Will Not Be Wheedled Into Giving the 
Poll-Books Over to the Committeemen 
With Any Promises of KRegularity—Ed 
Butler’s Bond Not Good With the Re- 
order, Who Tells the Mayor Why the 
Politicians Are So Eager to Get Hold of 
the Registration Lists—Some Piain Talk 
—How the “Slip Racket” Was Worked 
With the Registration Listse—Veto of the 
Junk Bill—Meetings To-Night—Pelitical 
Matters. 


„That's the slickest piece of business the 
Central Committee has done since it was or- 
ganized,’’ saida politician at the City Hall 
this morning, admiringly reviewing the work 
done by the Democratic Central Committee 
last night. ‘‘Now, they’ve got the Recorder 
in a corner. He must give up 
those books or stand as an ob- 
structionist.’" This is a rather peculiar 
view to take of the situation. The poll-book 
bill has been vetoed, the committee has de- 
cided to hold the primaries under the State 
law and to take no action on the Recorder’s 
offer to furnish the poll-books in charge 
ofa deputy, but to simply demand the books. 
This demand will probably not do the party 
much good. The committee has yielded 
to the pressure brought to bear by 
friends of the candidates and will give repre- 
sentation at the primary polis. A committee 
has been appointed to wait on the Recorder 
with a request for the completed registration 
lists. Slightly in anticipation of Committeemen 


Harris, Rauer and Carroll, a reporter called 
on that official this morning.

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COURTLANDT PALMER. 


THE FUNERAL SERVICES OF THE DISTIN- 
GUISHED NEW YORKER. 


Col. Robert G. Ingersoll’s Touching Tribute 
te the Deceased Founder of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club—The Palmer Kesi- 
dence Thronged With Mourning Friends 
and Prominent Citizens of New Tork. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disra ren. | 

New York, July 2.—The funeral service 
over the remains of Courtlandt Palmer will be 
held at his late residence, 110 East Twenty- 
first street, at 10 o’clock this morning. The 
services will be short andsimple end as nearly 
as possible in accordance with the arrange- 
ments made by Mr. Palmer before his death. 
Afew months ago Mr. Palmer wrote the fol- 
lowing letter to Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, not 
having at the time, as he told his family, any 
fear of death, but wishing to be prepared for 
an inevitable event: 

To Col. R. G. Ingersoll: 

My DgaR Frienwp—When, after life’s fitful 
fever, I shall start upon the long sleep of 
death, I shall want T. B. Wakeman and you 
to say above my ashes the last good-bye 
words—he first, you second; not more than | 
fifteen minutes each. When I use the word 
ashes Imean it literally, as I wish my re- 
mains to be cremated. If it be thought best 
to make my funeral a public one I wish ‘*Sieg- 
fried’s Funeral March’’ performed. I shall 
write Mr. Walter Damrosch to this effect. I 
shall not be buried from any Christian church 
nor doI wish any Christian hymn sung. Let 
one song be a pwan of triumph. Yours very 
affectionately, COURTLANDT PALMER.

THE ARRANGEMENTS FOR CREMATION. 

Mr. Palmer had often spoken to his family 
on the subject of his funeral and the wishes 
expressed in his letter were no news to them. 
At the time of writing the letter he sent similar 
missives to Mr. Wakeman and to Walter Dam.- | 
rosch. Mr, Wakeman is out of town at present 
and cannot reach here, it is said, in time to 
speak atthe funeral. Walter Damrosch is in 
Europe and the members of his orchestra 
scattered. The music at the funeral will 
therefore be furnished by a vocal quartette. 
Col. Ingersoll will deliver an address and 
read a poem of Mr. Palmer’s on free thought 
and liberalism. After the funeral the remains 
will be taken to the Fresh Pond vrematory and 
cremated. The ashes will be deposited in the 
Palmer family’s vaultin Greenwood Cemetery 
on Friday. There were many callers at Mr. 


Palmer’s residence yesterday and countless 
messages of condolence and sympathy. Among 
the letters received were some from Rabbi 
Gotheil, the Rev. Heber Newton and the Rev. 


MR. PALMER’S LAST HOURS. 

Mr. Palmer knew that he had really no hope 
of life. At6o’clock in the more 2 just be- 
fore the operation, he repeated to hig wife his 
wishes as regarded his funeral and dictated 
letters to Col. Ingersoll and Mr. Wakeman, 
again declaring his wishes that they should 
speak at his funeral. He also dictated a 
letter to Daniel G. Thompson, Secretary of 
the Nineteenth Century Club, iving his ideas 
in regard to the future life of the club and 
fervently hoping for its prosperity and in- 
fluence. He closed His letter with a poetic 
dissertation on death, reaffirming the agnostic 
philosopby in which he believed. In makin 
these arrangements Mr. Palmer was as co 
and collected as if the thought of death in a 
few hours was furthest from his thoughts. 
He remembered that Walter Damrosch was | 
away and that consequently Siegfriea’s March 
could not be playe t the funeral. He 
hummed a tune from Tannhauser' to his 
wife and asked that a quartette render it instead 
ofthe march. He made a few slight changes 
in his willand bade all the members of his 
family an affectionate farewell. He was the 
most cheerful man in the room and smiled 
sweetly as he conversed. Inthe few minutes 
yet remaining beforethe operation he calmly 
discoursed on his favorite setter By sags 
topics, and declared again his lief in his 
liberal doctrines and that these would in time 
overspread the earth. ‘‘A man should be- 
lieve, he said, only what he can prove. He 
may have every hope, but he should only be- 
lieve what he can prove. I don’t say there is 
not a heaven, but I don’t know that there is— 
that is my belief.’’ 

He talked in this strain for awhile and said: 
The great impression is that free thinkers 
are afraid of death. I want you one and all to 
tellthe whole world that you have seen a 
free tninker die without the least fearot what 
the hereafter may be.’’ ? 

These were almost his last words. The doc- 
tors administered the ethera moment after- 
ward. Theoperation occupied three-quarters 
ofan hour. Mr. Palmer attainea conscious- 
ness enough to say that he 28222 the opera 
tion was a success, but the shock was too 
great and he sank steadily and died at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. Mr. Palmer’s wife 
and children are all communicants in the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church and members of 
Heber Newton’s congregation, The eldest 
daughter joined the church last winter, Mr. 
Palmer did not attempt to control the re- 
ligious belief of any member of his family in 
any way. He was a member of the Dutch Re- 
form Church until eight years ago. 

COL. INGERSOLL’S ADDRESS. 

The late home of Oourtiandt Palmer was 
crowded almost to suffocation to- 
day by the many friends who came to 
attend his funeral services. The Nineteenth 
Centary Club, of which Mr. Palmer was the 
founder, was largely represented, and many 
of the most distinguished men of the 


country were present. The remains of

MINING IN MEXICO. 


WHAT AN AMERICAN PROSPECTOR HAS TO 
SAY ON THE SUBJECT. 


Great Possibilities of the Mexican Mountains 
in the Line of Mineral Wealth — Why 
American Methods Have Hitherto Failed 
in That Country—Facts Not Sufficiently 
Appreciated That Have Led to Disaster— 
Folly of Working Abando ned Mines—The 
True Field for American Enterprise. 


I have just returned from a three months’ 
trip through Sonora, Durango, Chihuahua and 
Tamalipas,’’ said Benjamin A. Elwell to a 
Post-DISPATCH reporter at the Laclede Hotel, 
„and have come to the conclusion that the 
mountains of Western Mexico present at once 
the best and the worst field for American min- 
ing investments that can be found anywhere. 
When I say the worst field, I mean the 
most deceptive. 

PRIDE BEFORE A FALL. 

‘‘Americans going into that country with an 
overwhelming opinion of their ability in the 
line of manipulating mining machinery are 
very likely indeed to come to grief, as has been 
taught by bitter and costly experience. The 
believers in the all powerfulness of improved 
machinery have almost invariably sought for 
abandoned mines, confidently expecting by 
modern processes to extract fortunes from 
claims which could not be profitably worked 
by the more primitive processes of the Mexi- 
cans. Almost invariably these experiments 
have proved eminently unsuccessful. In only 
one class of mines, as far as I have 
been able to learn, has the plan of working 
over old properties 4 to de profitable, 
and that is in mines that have been flooded by 
water. In several instances these mines have 
been pumped out and yielded large returns, 
but the failures by far outnumber the suc- 
cesses, even in this line. But when 
it comes to working ordinary veins 
the cases in which anything dut 
loss has resulted from the application of 
American methods may be counted on the 
fingers of one hand, while the unsuccessful 
attempts to take ore out of abandoned mines 
can be numbered by the hundreds. In think- 
ing that mines abandoned by Mexicans 
can be worked at a profit by 
the application of machinery, three 
cardinal points have nearly invariably been 
overlooked, the high cost of transporting and 
operating machinery in the !naccessible sec- 
tions where nearly all of the mines are lo- 
cated, the difficulty of obtaining skilled labor, 
and, above all, the excellence of the arastra 
process employed by the Mexicans. 

COST OF OPERATING MILLS. 

„As regards the first point, the original cost 
ofthe machinery, heavy as itis, plays but a 
small figure when compared with the expense 
of transportation and continued renewal. In 
a country where railroads have attained the 
development that they have in the United 
States it is easy enough to replace any part of 
the machinery that may be broken or get 
out of order. But in Mexicothis a very dif- 


ferent matter, and adds largely to the 
e nse of mining. Every nut, 
bolt and beam nas to come from 


the United States, and not only is the distance 
long but the time consumed in transportation 
disproportionateiy great. Whenever any- 
thing breaks the missing part must be sent for 
to the manufacturer, and this means a period 
of enforced idieness of from one to four 
weeks. During all this time the pay 
roll is in operation, and the cost 
of skilled labor in Mexico is much greater 
than here, asthe American mechanics who 
must be employed refuse to leave what they 
call ‘God’s country’ unless special induce- 
wents are held out to them. 
LABOR TROUBLES, 

The difficulty of obtaining skilled labor,“ 
Mr. Elwell went on to say, ‘‘is 
reater than any one who has not 
een in the mountains of Mexico can appreci- 
ate. The Americans who liye in that country 
are as a rule, lam sorry to say, by no means 
favorable specimens of their countrymen and 
are most umreliable as workmen. Know- 
ing that they cannot easily de re- 
placed they do pretty much what they 

lease, and the engineers and mill 
their employers completely 
at their mercy. They strike work when they 
please, loaf as they see fit, and threaten to 
stop work if any remonstance is ventured 
. This would mean the suspension of 
all operations, and the mill- owners must 
submit to whatever terms their employes 
choose to offer. 

MEXICAN PROCESSES. 
»The third and principal pitfall into which 


Americans are likely to fall, is in 
undervaluing the Mexican methods 
of mining. Of course the arastra process 


would never do in this country where wages 
are high, but answers admirab! where men 
can be hired for 10 or 20 cents a day and their 
2 When this fact is considered it will 
readily be seen that what may be the cheap- 
est methods in America may be y 
far too expensive for Mexico, as is generally 
the case. In any except the lowest grade ores 
the arastra process is much better calcu- 
lated to extract all the precious metal in the 
ore tban the more elaborate American meth- 
ods, and when an arastra mine has been 
abandoned the chances are 100 to 1 that it can 
never be successfully operated oy mills. 
AN UNEXPLORED FIELD. 

Where Mexico exceeds all the rest of the 
continent is in the number of undeveloped 
mines. The Mexicans know an outcrop when 
they see it, and can judge of its value as well 


as any miners in the world, but they 
are most wretched geologists, and 
can form no idea of anything that 
is hidden beneath the ground. The So- 


nora Mountains are full of indications of min- 
eral, which will unquestionably prove most 
rofitable if properly worked.

This is not only a miserably weak at- 
tempt to sneak away from the Chicago 
platform and to steal Democratic thun- 
der, but it is sheer nonsense. If these 
newspapers should assert that the mass of 
Republicans and the mass of Democrats 
hold practically similar views on political 
questions they would be more nearly 
right. The utterances of the two parties 
never have been so widely apart on 
economical subjects. This strange situa- 
tion is caused by the fact that the Chicago 
platform represents monopoly interests 
and not the sound sense of the Republican 
party. 

The adhesion of Mr. BARNUM and other 
manufacturers to the Democratic party 
and platform simply shows that there are 
manufacturers who not only recognize the 
justice of the demand for tariff reduction 
but who are sbrewd enough to foresee in a 
refusal to grant this popular demand for 
reform a destructive cyclone of outraged 
public opinion which may compel far 
more sweeping reductions than the Demo- 
cratic platform contemplates. 

They are wise men who are trying to 
take the wind out of the cyclone, and the 
signs of the times are full of prophesies 
that the number of wise manufacturers is 
rapidly increasing.

MAYOR FRANCIS is reported to be con- 
sidering the advisability of removing B.

THE action of the Wisconsin Union Labor 
party Tuesday in refusing to join with 
the Democrats was unwise.

The issue be- 
tween the two great parties is clearly 
defined in their candidates, platforms 
and acts. The Republican party favors 
high taxation, high prices, extravagance 
and monopolies; the Democratic party 
has distinctly declared in favor of lower 
taxation, cheap necessaries, economy in 
public expenditures and against monopo- 
lies of all kinds.

THEY LEFT HER NOTHING. | 


MRS. JOSEPH HOEFLINGER TELLS RER EX- 
PERIENCE WITH A MONEY-LENDER. 


Her House Stripped of Every Article It Con- 
tained and She and Her Five Children 
Without Even a Cup and Saucer, All for 
a Debt of 653—A Geer Story of Want 
and Woe With Explanations From 
Concerned. ; 


A very heartiess, even if lawful proceed- 
ing, took place Monday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Joseph Hoeflinger, 3224 Hickory 
street. The proceeding was the selling out of 
all the woman’s household goods because 
of her failure to satisfy a chattei mortgage of 
$53. Mrs. Hoeflinger is the wife of Joseph 
Hoeflinger, who was a German teacher in the 
public schools up to a year 
ago, when he was dropped from the rolls. He 
had a little money saved when he lost his po- 
sition, but when this gave out he was forced 
to obtain a loan and went to Robert Betts, 
the real estate agent at 1003 Pine street. 
This gentleman loaned him 888 at 5 per 
cent a month interest. Hoeflinger could not 
secure employment after getting the loan and 
paid the interest only one month. He was 
pressed for the money, but could not get 
it, and Wednesday a week ago he 
went to Betts and informed him that he had 
found it impossible to secure steady employ- 
ment in this city and was goingtoleave. He 
said, so Betts states, that he wished him to go 
up and get the furniture in satisfaction of the 
debt. Betts, as he claims, informed him that he 
did not want to take the furniture and that he 
(Hoefiinger) had better endeavor to sella few 


pieces to the neighbors and raise 
enough money to pay the debt 
and at the same time leave 


furniture sufficient for the comfort of his wife 
and five children. If the neighbors did no 
want to buy it probably he could get some of. 
the second-hand dealers to pay him a 
prices. Hoeflinger then went away, 
says, andthe next day the firm of Boylan 
& McCann, auctioneers at 1218 Olive street, 
made him an offer of $40 for his claim. re- 
fused to take that amount and they made it 
$50, which he accepted. As regards the sale 
he knew nothing.

this morning and she toid the following story 
of her misery: ‘‘My husband went to Oincin-

At® o’clook this morning Central Turner 
Hall was filled to overflowing by the members

TUEBNED THE TABLES ON THEM. 


Brutal Indiana White Caps” Attacked by 
Indignant Citizens. 

WABASH, Ind., July %.—The following are 
the full details of the ‘‘White Cap’’ tragedy 
at Carnes Mill: 

A tragedy in which the ‘‘White Caps“ fig- 
ured was enacted early Tuesday morning in 
the seciuded neighborhood of Carnes’ Millin 
Crawford County. A middle-aged woman and 
her daughter, about 19 years old, live in that 


neighborhood and have fallen under the dis- 

leasure of the notorious White Caps of 
— County, who charged that the 
women were unchaste. On the night of the 
23d inst. about twenty-five well-mounted and 
well-armed ‘‘White Caps“ rode = to the 

iseman residence, took the mother and 
daughter out of bed, tied them to 
trees near by and whipped them un- 
mercifully with — A switches. The 
blood followed each lick that was laid 
uponthe bare backs of the unfortunate 
women. Theirshrieks and cries for mercy 
were disregarded by their savage torturers 
and the blows continued to rain down upon 
their naked backs until both fell fainting on 
the ropes that held them. They were then cut 
loose, the White Caps remounted their 
horses and after a brief consultation, which 
was overheard by three menin a house near 
that of the Wiseman woman, they rode away. 
The White Caps“ had agreed in their con- 
sultation to ride to the house of Leslie More- 
land, a gy citizen of the neighborhood, 
tell bim what they had done and why they 
did it and order him to 8 the news, this 
being their custom. he three men who 
overheard this arrangement were relations of 
Moreland, and taking their guns they took a 
short cut to Moreland’s so as to beat the 
‘*White Caps’’ there. They informed More- 
land thatthe night riders were coming and 
the purpose of their visit, and then secre 
themselves in a thicket along the road almost 
in front of Moreland’s residence. 

Soon the ‘‘White Caps’’ appeared, com- 
menced knocking at the door of Moreland’s 
house and called for himto getup. He soon 
came to the door with his rifle in his hand. 
The ‘‘White Caps“ told their errand and or- 
dered him to start out at daylight and spread 
the news. Moreland told them he was not 
that kind of a man and no such a lawless gan 
could bulldoze him. The White Caps“ tol 
him if he did not they would call again and 
take him out and hang him, and then 
commenced yelling and firing their re- 
volvers at the house. Moreland re- 
plied with his rifle, and at the 
same moment the three men in ambush fired 
upon the gang. This was more than the cow- 
ardly White Caps expected, and with threats 
they galloped away, one of them, John Saun- 
ders, leaviug a bloody hat on the highway. 
and two others being supported in their 
flight by their companions. Three of the 
gene had been shot, two of them, John Saun- 

ers and Pryor Gregory, supposed fatally. 
The name of the other victim was not learned. 
r is a well-known country merchant at 
West Fork Post-office, Crawford County, 
has a family of grown children and is 
about 50 years old. It is said he will dle. He 
is in good clroumstances and has been highly 
respected. Saunders is a saloon-keeper and a 
worthless fellow. 

The affair has created intense excitement 
and a determined effort is being made by the 
citizens to find the place where the wounded 
men have been taken by their friends. The 
elder Wiseman woman, it is reported, will die 
from the whipping she received.

New Places Where You Will Find Cabby 
When You Want Him. 


The Board of Police Commissioners have 
selected the following cab and coupe stands, 
which have been approved by the Mayor, the 
Board securing their authority underthe re- 
vised ordinances of 1887: 

Fourth street, east side, between Walnut 
street and a point of 150 feet south of south 
line of Walnut street. (That is opposite the 
Fourth street side of the Southern Hotel.) 

Fourth street, eastside from Cheatnut street, 
north to the Fourth street entrance of the 
Merchants’ Exchange. (That is opposite the 
Planters’ House and in front of the railroad 
ticket offices.) 

Sixth street, west side, between Walnut and 
Elm streets. (That is in front of the People’s 


Theater.) 
Sixth street, west 


side, between Washing- 
ton avenue and a point 100 feet south of the 
south line of Washington avenue. (That is 
opposite the Hotel Barnum and around the 
corner from the Lindell Hotel.) 

Eighth street, west side, between Locust 
and Olive streets, to be used only between 5 
o clock p. m. and 7 e’clocka. m. (That is on 
the Eighth street side ot the Custom house.) 

Chestnut street, north side, from Broadway 
west to a point twenty feet east ofthe alley 
running north and south through the block. 
(That is opposite Hurst's Hotel.) 

Compton avenue, west side, from Olive 
street south to the alley running east and west 
through the block. (This is across from the 
Hansom cab stand on Compton avenue and 
Olive street.) 

Grand avenue, east side, from Olive street 
north to . r east and west through 
the block. (Thatis opposite the Hotel Beers.) 

Broadway, west side, from Walnut to Elm 
streets. (That is in front of the Olympic 
Theater.) 

Walnut street, north side, from Broadway to 
Boel) street. (That is opposite the Southern 

otel. 

Center of open space at the intersection of 
Olive street, Channing avenue and Lindell av- 
enue, cabs and coupesto stand in line east 
and west from the west line of Channing ave- 
nue to the point of city block No. 1858 and on 
north side of Lindel! avenue toa point thirty- 
fivedeet west of the point of said block. 

There has been a great deal of trouble expe- 
rienced with cabmen on account of livery men 
and companies renting the best stands from 
hotels and other places and leaving only gec- 
ond rate points to the men who own only one 
cab or coupe. This rearrangement of stands 
itis thought will satisfy all as it gives the 
small cab owner a chance to compete for all 
hotel and other patronage. Secretary Tate of 
the Police B showed City Attorney Butler 
and Judge Cady the list this morning and 
both expressed the opinion that it would stop 
all the trouble that has been 
the cabmen.

ENCOURAGING PROSPECTS. 


Reports of the Crop Situation in Southern 
Minnesota. 


Winona, Minn., July 26.—Careful inquiry re- 
garding tite crop situation in Southern Minne- 
sota shows that prospects are most encourag- 
ing. Winter wheat is already harvested and 
will give an average yield in this section of 
thirty bushels per acre, while further west 
about the same results will be secured. In 
some sections chinch bugs have done a little 


damage, but not nearly so much as was 
feare a few weeks ago. Fields of 
late-sown barley, which at that time, 
were considered worthless, now give promise 
ofasplendid yield. A destroyer of the chinch 
bug has appeared in the shape of myriads of 
ants, which have eaten the bugs and saved the 
grain. Hay and oats are especially fine and 


-heavy, and spring wheat is doing well, witha 


promise of fifteen to eightecn bushels per 
acre. In the Jim River Valley in Dakota 
such a crop of wheat as is promised was never 
known in that section. Corn is doing finely in 
spite of the cool weather, and promises well.

AZTEC MUMMIES. 

Dried for Centuries in the Wonderful Air of 
Lofiy Mexican Caves. 


From the fan Francisco Examiner. 

Sig. 8. Marghieri, the well known archmol- 
Ogist, discovered and explored a hermetically 
sealed cave at an elevation of nearly 4,000 feet 
on the eastern side of the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains in Mexico, about 200 miles south of Dem- 
ing, between Coralitos and Casa Grande, 
about two years ago. The floor was nearly 
smooth, the sides rough and ee and the 
vault covered with stalactites. In the far end 
of the cavern were found four dessicated 
buman bodies. 

The bodies were in a sitting posture with 
She hands crossed on the breast and the knees 
approaching the chin, with the head inclined 
forw They were caretully shrouded in 
their burial garments and placed facing the 
rising sun. The male and female were seated 
side by side. The elder child, a boy, was at 
the right of the father, and the younger child, 


a girl, at the left ofthe mother. In addition 
to the funeral shrouds the little girl was en- 
veloped in the skin of an animal, similar to 


the method used in the island of Fuerte Ven- 
tura, tne better to preserve its tender frame. 

The floor of the cavern and the remains were 
covered with a fine dust, but no footprints of 
man or beast could be found. The bodies 
were carricd to San I by Signor Mar- 

hierl, and were * J. Z. Davis, 

sident of the Board of Trustees of the 
State Mining Bureau, and by him presented to 
the burean. 

No embalming process was used in the pres- 
ervation of these bodies. They were dried by 
the airalone. The bodies are not like those of 
the Indians of the present day, because the 
fingersand hands and feet are smaller than 
the average, and the women's hair is brown 
and silken, and of the Caucasiantype. The 
body of the man must have weighed in life 
from 180 to 200 pounds, but it now weighs only 
2 pounds, while the body of the woman

THE SWATARA. 


An Interesting Incident of Gen. Sheridan’s 
Voyage to Nonquitt. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTon. 

NEW YorK, July 26.—Should sailing orders 
from the Secretary of the Navy reach the Com- 
mandant at the Brooklyn Navy Yard for the 
United States steamer Swatara, Commander 
John MoGowan, this morning, that vessel will 
probably sailinthe afternoon or to-morrow 
morning. The Swatara, which was placed in 
commission five months ago, returned to the 
Broooklyn Navy Yard from Nonquitt. Mass., 
after having carried Gen. Sheridan from W ash- 


ington to his summer bome. 

‘I remained on deck during the greater 
part of the trip in order to keep the _ ves- 
sel in as smooth water as possible and to 

uard against noise,’’ said Commander Mc- 
rowan to a reporter yesterday, in speaking 
of the trip from Washington to Nonquitt. 
When we had been a day out Mrs. Sheri- 
dan said to me, ‘Captain, Gen. Sheridan 
wants to be put on shore.’ ‘How is that, 
Madam?’ I asked. ‘He says he has been 
twenty-four hours on board the ship and the 
commanding officer has not yet paid his re- 
spects to him.’ I had not called, as I did not 
wish to disturb Gen. Sheridan. Then, of 
course, I called.’’ 

The Swatara will be the flagship of Rear 
Admiral D. L. Braine of the South Atlantic 
Squadron, which is now composed of the 
Allianee and Tallapoosa. From Rio Janeiro 
she will go to Montevideo. Then she will 
cruise along the east coast of South America 
and the southeast and west coast of Africa, 
calling at the several ports. She will proba- 
bly be absent from the United States for thirty 
months, Which will about complete the three 

ears’ term for which she is commissioned.

THREW UP THE SPONGE 


“SWIPES, THE NEWSBOY,” BADLY BEATEN 
BY JACK DLAN CET OF BROOKLYN. 


One of the Most Shocking Affairs in the His- 
tery of the Prize-Ring—George Godfrey 
Talks About His Color—Maud 8. Makes a 
Very Fast Mile—Sporting News and Gos- 
sip—Base Ball Matters.

New Tonk, July 2%.—On the spot near Fel- 
ham in West Chester County, where Henry 
end Murray fought their long and flerce battle 
four years ago ‘‘Swipes,the Newsboy,’’ whose 
parents call him Tom White, and Jack De- 
laneey of Brooklyn, who has received several 
friendly tips in the fighting line from Jack 
Dempsey, met yesterday morning and pum- 
meled each other untilone was blind and the 
hands of both were so swollen that they are of 
little use to-day. The mill has been on the 
carpet for over a week, bunt post- 
ponements of one kind and another, 
principally the police kind, prevented the 
mecting until yesterday. Late Tuesday night 
thirty-three men who had chipped in a purse 
of $250 gathered at a Harlem public house and 
afterward took a train at One Hundred and 
Twenty-ninth street for the West Chester 
ground.

Delancey lay on his back so long that Swipes’ 
seconds claimed the limit of ten seconds must 
have more than expired, but when Jack finally 
staggered to his feet the time-keeper an- 
nounced that only nine seconds had elapsed. 
ing the nextfive rounds Delancey went 
down seven times to avoid his opponent's 
biows, yet Swipes got in several stunning 
cracks on ribs, chest and face. After the thir- 
teenth round Delancey got his second wind 
and Swipes’ hands grew very tender. Delan- 
cey did the fighting after that, and he beat his 
small antagonist’s face with shocking per- 
sistence. In the sixteenth round Delancey 
won his first knock-down by a perfectly meas- 
ured blow on Swipes’ breast bone that 
sent the newsboy clean off his 
— and rendered the atriker’s right 
and useless for any services, yet Delancey 
kept punching Swipes in the face with his left, 
and when the time was calied forthe twenty- 
third round Swipes could no longer see out of 
either eye, and his seconds threw up the 
sponge. 2 
Tus condition ot the men at the finish was 
pitiable. Delancey’s stomach, breast and 
neck were covered with biack marks where 
young White’s hands had so frequently land- 
ed, his left eye was closed, his lips were twice 
their natural size and his hands resembled 
pincushions. Swipes’ lefteye was shut tight 
and the right one was ali wrong, too. is 
cheeks stood out like a sponge, his lips were 
swollen and his hands were as thick as hams.

N a day or 
two ago a weekly sheet published in this city 
dame out with a slurring article on my ability, 
saying that my heart was in my belly,and that 
there was no necessity for my trip to ’ Frisco 
to get on a battle, as there were numbers of 
third-rate men here in Boston who would be 
only too willing to meet me. Why haven’t 
they come, to the front in the past? 1 have 
challenged them all, third-rate and rst 
rate, but could get no battie. I don’t want to 
go to Caliuforniato fight the Australian caam- 
ion. I'd rather fight here, but I’m not in this 
usiness for fun; I'm in it ior a living. I have 
afamily of six children to provide for. Well, 
it’s all right; I'm going to meet Jackson now, 
and I think { will come home a winner. But, 
win or lose, on my return I shall be anxious to 
meet some of these third-rate men. If any of 
them think my heart is in my belly 'i «ive 
meen an opportunity to knock it back where it 
elongs. 

‘*‘Whew!’’ said Godfrey, ‘‘I didn’t know I 
was such an orator, but when I think of the 
way I’ve been misrepresented and abused 
simply on account of my color, it makes me 
furious. Why, just look at my record, and 
see if there is a cowardly blotch un it. In 1878 
lieft Prof. Bailey, who gave me my {frst 
lessons in the art, and made my first appear- 
ance in a ring with Jim Williams, a 200- 
pounder, 6feet 1% inches in height. It took 
me just seven minutes to put him to sleep. 
Hadiey of New York was my next mark, and 
1 knocked him out in the sixth round.

I have fought several minor 
battles that 1 don’t recall at present, besides 
the many 1 exhibitions in which I have 
en ed. Some ofthe men with whom I have 
boxed are Jake Kilrain, Florry Barnett and 
‘The Marine.’
